This intersection is easily found near downtown. Other 
streets, and their origin, may be more difficult. Do you 
know about George Street? How about the streets named 
for grandaughters, a niece and the wife of George Earle, 
founder of Hobart? The first street outside the town plat? 
Streets named for developers or residents? Or Beer Can 
Alley alias Lavers Lane? 

Lake Park Ave. was originally named George Street. 
Georgianna St. and Linda St. were named for Earle's 
grandaughters (daughters of John and Miriam Earle); 
Lillian St. was named for the daughter of Earle’s brother, 
Frederick Hobart Earle for whom he named the town; and 
Devonshire was named in honor of Earle's wife's maiden 
name. New St. is believed to be the first street constructed 
east of the town plat. A block away is East St. which was 
once School St. as it led to the school (now the middle 
school). 

Coral Drive was named for the wife of Warren McAfee, 
subdivision developer. McAfee also named Eastin Ave. 
for a friend who lived in Seymour, IN. Barnes, Bruns, 
Bracken Rd., Colboume, Cavender, Csokasy, Englehardt, 
Fraser Lane, Fleming, Gill, Guyer, Henry, Hickey, Kreft, Kelly, 
Parker, and Lightner were named for developers or 
residents. Baier Rd. (south east corner of the city) has 
been known as both Beer Can Alley and Lovers Lane. Want 
more details? Check with Dorothy Ballantyne at the 
Historical Society Museum any Saturday 10 a m. - 3 p.m.

COLUMBUS QUIZ ANSWERS 

QUESTIONS 1-5 on page 8 

1. Christopher Columbus (Italian - Christo- 
foro Colombo) (Spanish - Christobal Colon) 
probably was born in Genoa, Italy about 1451. 
There is no definite record, but this is the 
generally accepted data. 

2. He made voyases to Iceland in 1477; 
Madeira, 1478; and the west coast of Africa, 
1483. 

3. He had little schooling. His son, Ferdi¬ 
nand, claimed Columbus studied at the Uni¬ 
versity of Pavia, but that is considered unlikely. 

4. His early years were spent as an apprent¬ 
ice in the trade of his father, a weaver, in Genoa 
and Savona, Italy. The young Columbus seems 
to have acquired a taste for navigation in 
Genoa and undoubtedly went to sea at an 
early age. 

5. Failing in his attempt to enlist support from 
King John II of Portugal, Columbus went to 
Spain while his brother, Bartholomew, went 
north hoping to interest either King Henry VII of 
England or Charles VIII of France.

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THE PLEDGE OF ALLEGIANCE TO THE FLAG 

1892-1992 

This year marks the 100th anniversary of the Pledse of Allesiance to the Rag. It was introduced in 1892 as part of 
the nation’s celebration of the 400th anniversary of Columbus’ discovery of America. 

The Pledge was written by Francis Bellamy, a staff member of the Youths Companion magazine, and published in 
the September 8, 1892 issue. It also was published in leaflet form. Thousands of leaflets were sent by the 
magazine to schools throughout the country where it was recited by students on October 12,1892. 

The original version of the Pledge is: 

I pledge allegiance to my flag and to the Republic for 

which it stands, one Nation under God, with liberty and justice for all. 

The Pledge proved to be a popular expression of American patriotism and came into wide use by schools and 
young people's groups. Later many adult groups adopted it. 

In June, 1923, representatives of some 68 patriotic and civil organizations met in Washington, DC (under the 
auspices of the National Americanization Commission of the American Legion) to draft a uniform code of flag 
etiquette. 

The code adopted by this National Flag Conference included the Pledge with a change in the wording to replace 
MY FLAG with the words THE FLAG OF THE UNITED STATES, and the following year OF AMERICA and INDIVISIBLE 
were added. The reason for the change was to prevent ambiguity among foreign - born children and adults who 
might be thinking of their native flag when reciting the Pledge 

THE SECOND VERSION THEN READ: 

I pledge allegiance to the flag of the United States of America and 
to the Republic for which it stands, one Nation, Indivisible, 
with liberty and justice for all. 

In 1942, the U S. Congress brought together through the American Legion, the various military, governmental and 
civilian rules and customs for display and use of the American flag, incorporating them into law. The Pledge of 
Allegiance is included in this law. 

One more change in wording has been made. On June 14,1954, President Dwight D. Eisenhower approved a 
Congressional Resolution returning the words UNDER GOD ... 

I PLEDGE ALLEGIANCE TO THE FLAG OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA AND TO THE REPUBLIC FOR 
WHICH IT STANDS, ONE NATION UNDER GOD, INDIVISIBLE, WITH LIBERTY AND JUSTICE FOR ALL.

6. When meeting with Columbus in I486, 
Queen Isabella submitted the request to an 
advisory commission. The proposal was re¬ 
jected because it was felt the ocean was too 
wide to cross, not as popularly believed that 
the world was flat. In 1491, with help from 
Juan Perez, he met with the queen who found 
his terms too high. The following year, she 
signed the famous Capitulation authorizing the 
voyage. Funding was in part from the crown 
and in part from a group of Jewish friends. 

7. Santa Maria, with Columbus as Captain; 
Pinta, Martin Alonso Pinzon, captain,- and Nina, 
Vincente Yanez Pinzon, captain. 

8. Columbus meticulously kept a journal of the 
trip preserving for posterity a record of this his¬ 
toric voyage. As the trip lengthened, he had 
disciplinary problems with the crew when they 
observed compass readings were not in accor¬ 
dance with accepted navigational theory of that 
day. 

9. On Oct. 12,1492, land was sighted and 
Columbus gratefully named the island on 
which they landed San Salvador. It is now 
identified as Watlings Island in the Bahamas. 


10. Columbus sailed from Palos, Spain on 
August 3,1492 with a crew of 90 men. After 
refitting his ships in the Canary Islands, he set 
sail September 6, 1492 from the island of 
Gomera, and sailed west across the Atlantic 
Ocean.

11. Columbus was to become Lord Admiral of the 
Sea, act as Viceroy over all islands discovered, was 
entitled to one tenth of commercial profits and was to 
have a title of nobility conferred on his family in perpe¬ 
tuity. 

12. He thought by sailing due west to Asia he could 
reach the gold and spices of Cipangu (Japan) and the 
Indies by a shorter route than sailing around Africa 

13 Many others also believed the world to be round, 
but his concept exaggerated the proximity of eastern 
Asia and underestimated the size of the world.
